LOOK OUT FOR ACCIDENTS. 
(‘BY DIRECT WIRD TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] Such an incident as that 
which Col. David B. Henderson has in- 
jected into the campaign reveals the 
dependence of the Republican party 
upon a nearly unbroken front. Acci- 
dents are peculiarly dangerous to that 
party in contests for the House, for 
reasons which readily appear in an 
analysis of the situation. Of the 386 
members of the new House, thirteen 
States of the South, not counting Mary- 
land, West Virginia or Delaware, elect 
very near a third of these; all except 
ten districts, at the outside, are prac- 
tically certain to be Democratic in 
every contest during the decade. The 
Democrats also have a number of cer- 
tain districts In the large cities of the 
country, New York, Chicago and Bos- 
ton, regardless of issues. This leaves 
only a small margin of extra districts 
necessary for success. It may be seen, 
therefore, how a disturbance within the 
Republican ranks in any large State 
may endanger that party’s control of 
the House. For example, if there were 
a repetition this year, in Pennsylvania 
alone, of the conditions of four years 
ago, or a repetition in New York of the 
conditions which accompanied the Fol- 
ger campaign of 1882, enough districts 
would probably drop out, even if the 
Republicans were strong and harmoni- 
ous everywhere else. to throw the 
House of Representatives to the oppo- 
sition. Briefly, the solid South, the 
large cities and a good-sized accident 
or two would give the House to the 
Democrats at any election during the 
coming decade, without any general 
uprising of the public, and quite irre- 
spective of the apportionment, which is 
so favorable to the Republicans. 

“All Republicans, whether those in 
lowa or elsewhere, would better stop 
talking about tinkering with the pro- 
tective tariff. The sentiment of the

-LONDON, Sept. 19.—(By Atlantic 
Cable. Stanley Spencer, a well-known 
English a#ronaut, today successfully 
accomplished a remarkable flight over 
lendon in an airship of his own in- 
vention. It is estimated that his ship 
traveled nearly thirty miles. 

From observations of those on the 
ground Spencer seemed to have com- 
plete control of his vessel. He started 
from the Crystal Palace at 4:15 this 
afternoon, and descended three hours 
later near Harrow. The route taken 
by the aeronaut was over Stratham, 
Clapham Common, and the Smoky 
Scuth Side of the metropolis, across 
the Thames, over the populous Chel- 
sea district, across Kensington and 
Fariscourt, out to Harrow, and then 
safely past the Forest buildings. He 
executed an easy descent at the little 
village of East Cole.

The 
frame is.built of bamboo, and the 
propeller is in front instead of behind.

vereelsa. The motive power of Spencer's 
machine is a petroleum motor of about 
thirty-horse power, and the machinery 
is controlled by electric buttons. The 
extreme speed of the new air ship in 
calm weather is about fifteen miles an 
hour. The machine accommodates 
only one person and its entire weight 
is about six hundred pounds. 

Special features of the airship are 
devices to avoid pitching and dipping.

IMMIGRATION LAWS. 
PROPOSED AMENDMENTS. 
‘BY DIRECT WIRE TU THE TIMES. | 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The forthcoming annual re- 
port of the new Commissioner-General 
of Immigration, Frank Sargent, will 
contain some important recommenda- 
tions for legislation to amend exist- 
ing immigration laws. 

Mr. Sargent has decided that charges 
are needed in the law, and he will rec- 
ommend new legislation very much in 
line with that proposed in the Penrose 
Bill, now pending in the Senate. This 
measure proposes to increase the heaa 
tax to $3. The money thus received to 
constitute a fund to defray all ex- 
penses incident to the enforcement ot 
the immigration laws. 

Sargent thinks an improvement can 
be made over the present statute for 
the exclusion of undesirable immi- 
grants. The Penrose Bill proposes to 
keep out all idiots, insane persons, ep- 
ileptics and persons who have been in- 
sane five years previous to landing: pau- 
pers, persons likely to become public 
charges, persons afflicted with loath- 
some or dangerous etntagious  dis- 
eases; polygamists and persons who 
have been convicted of felony or other 
crime or misdemeanor involving moral 
turpitude. The most important change 


recommended in the present law, how- 
ever, is that reiating to exclusion of 
anarchists. It is proposed to ex- 
clude al nnarchists or persons 
who believe in or advocate the 
overthrow by force or violence of 


all government or of all forms of law 
or the assassination of public officials. 

Another important amendment of the 
existing. law that is proposed requires

Wife Left Out of It. . 


ITH the tears streaming from his 

eyes, H. G. James, chairman of 

the meeting that is hearing the 
charges brought against Pastor Smale 
of the First Baptist Church and the 
pastor's charges against certain al- 
leged agitators, pleaded with the con- 
Sregation to believe that he was ren- 
Gering fair decisions. In the pews 
nearly half of the audience of 300 peo- 
pie were laughing at him. 

This unusual sight was the climax 
to a church trial which has probably 
never been surpassed in Los Angeles 
for its remarkable features. 

After four hours and a half, from 7:30 
until 12 o'clock, last night the congre- 
gation of the divided church wrestled 
with the questions that have been 
brought up and then found their labors 
only partly completed and the great 
question whether Pastor Smale is to 
continue as their shepherd, untouched. 

The results of the meeting were the 
addption of the two following resolu- 
tions, both offered by Prof. Melville 
Dozier:

charges, made in his communication 
to the church, Sentember 3, 1902: 

(Thig was the alleged opposition of 
twenty-one members of the congrega- 
tion, who, Pastor Smale said, had op- 
posed him from the time he had taken 
charge of the church five, years before.) 

Prof. Dozier’s two resolutions were 
the conclusion of this matter. Up to 
this time neither side had gained any 
material advantage. It was decided 
that there had been agitation and also 
that the agitators had given good rea- 
sons for their position. 

Then came the third and fourth 
counts, which were united by unani- 
mous consent. 

Under this head the complaints were 
to be heard. It had been whispered 
around that Pastor Smale's domestic 
affairs were to be aired; that he was 
going to be called upon to explain why 
he and his wife had separated. and 
why she would not return to him or 
even grant him an audience. 9 

MRS. SMALE OUT OF IT. 


No sooner had the chairman an- 


nounced the business before the meet- 


thie church which has been detrimental 
to the pastor's usefulness. 


“That those who have rega 
themselves as accused by implication 
in the circular letter ftesued by the 
pestor to call this meeting and have 
responded thereto. have successfully 
established their innocence.” 

The third and the fourth counts of 
the letter issued by the five members 
of the church which was distributed 
among the congregation last Saturday 
were merged into one. These were: 

“Third—To hear, consider and pass 
upon the various complaints, together 
with the reasons therefor, of any. and 
all members against Pastor Smale: 
also to hear, consider and pass upon 
the reasons of any or all of said per- 
sons why the present pastura! relations 
should be at once discontinued. 

“Fourth—To hear, consider and pass 
upon the defense of Pastor Smale to 
each and all of said complaints.” 

The signers of this letter, which was 
publish im Monday's Times, were C. 
C. Boynton, Richard Green, Dr. Barton 
Dozier, George E. Guiwits and Dr. 
Francis M. Parker. 

Previous to the consideration of these 
two counts nothing of a sensational 
nature had occurred. There was an 
atmosphere of suppressed excitement. 

When the meeting assembled and the 
chairman called the congregation to 
order at 7:50 o'clock, there were over 
three hundred members in their sents. 
They chatted pleasantly with each 
other and a casual observer might have 
thought it was going to be a love feast. 


GREAT SECRECY. 


No one not thoroughly acquainte l 
with conditions, would have known 
who was arraved on the side of the 
pastor, or who was opposed to him. 

When Chairman James called the 
meeting to order, it was painfully sol- 
emn. Memter looked askance at mem- 
ter, and it was evident that powerful 
emo:icns were at work. 

The greatest precautions had been 
taken to maintain secrecy. Each per- 
son, when he entered the building, un- 


lege arose and made the following mo- 
tion: “I move that we proceed to listen 
to any complaints that may be made 
except such as pertain to any domestic 
trouble, infelicity or anything that 
concerns the pastor's family relations.” 

There was a loud and long chorus of 
seconds to the motion. 

The chair pondered long as to 
whether the tion was in order or not. 
“Hurry up!” urry up!“ “Put the mo- 
tion!“ were hurled at him from below. 

“I will ask Prof. Dezier to decide 
this question for us,” was announced 
by the chair. 

Prof. Dozier decided that the ques- 
tion was one that should be put, even 
though the rules of order and the pur- 
poses for which the meeting had been 
calied hed to be set aside. 

There was a strong chorus of 
“amens’’ from the body of the house, 
and the chair put the motion. 

The mort dramatic scene of the four 
hours and a half session was when the 
chair announced that the question was 
open for debate. 

Friends of the pastor were in a flurry 
of apprehension,’ They shouted “ques- 
tion,” “put the question.” 

One man jumped to his feet and said: 
“I hope to God that there is. not one of 
these women who has come here who is 
so degraded as to want to listen to the 
family affairs and troubles of our pas- 
tor. I have a wife and I say right here 
that any man who wants to go into 
his private affairs in this public place 
is a degenerate.” 

Women were weeping: men were 
shutting their fists and breathing hard 
and moving restiess'y in their seats, 
and the pastor himself showed the 
— visible perturbation of the even- 
ng. 

WRATH AND CLENCHED FISTS. 

In spite of the tremendous opposition 
which the chairman's decision had 
stirred up, one man was hardy enough 
to debate the question. “Prof. Dozter 
said a few minutes ago that we should 
hold this investigation under the most 
luminous and strongest light that we

While these charges were being made. 
ard throughout the whole session, Pas- 
tor Smale sat beside the chairman on 
the platform. He took copious notes. 
and on several occasions asked ques- 
tions or made suggestions.

and occasionally when one of the speak-

Pastor Smale 
wanted to hear the rest of the com- 
plaints, and suggested that those who 
had any to make would stand up, 80 
that an idea of their number might 
be learned. He explained his reason 
for asking this by saying that if there 
were only a few they might be heard 
at that time, and leave the Monday 
night session to himself in which to 
answer the charges. As several arose 
at this, and it was then midnight, it 
was decided to hear the rest of the 
charges at the adjourned session, and 
also the pastor's answer.

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SICK SENATOR HOLDS. 
DISEASE IN CHECK. 


Marked Improvement in Mr. Bard's 
Condition Gives Ground for Hope 
That Crisis is Passed. 


HE crisis in Senator Bard's iliness 

appears to be past. 

“If the Genator’s condition im- 
Proves as much in next twenty- 
four hours os it has in the last, he 
will be out of danger,” said Dr. C. 
F. Taggart at $:15 o'clock last night, 
after an hour's visit with his patient. 
“I have good news for you,” said 
the doctor to the waiting press men 
as he descended from the sick room. 
Then he proceeded to make a detailed 
statement about the Senator's condi- 


i tion, which he said was more favor- 


able than it had been at any 3 
time since the distinguished man 
came seriously ill, nine days ago. 

The uneasy condition of the Sena- 
tors stomach and the weak and ir- 
regular action of his heart Thursday 
afternoon and night, and the fact that 
Friday would be the ninth day of his 
iliness, when the typhoid fever germs, 
if any were in his system, would be 
fully developed, had given grounds for 
grave fears as to the events that yes- 
terday would bring forth. The day 
passed, however, without any alarm- 
ing developments. On the contrary, a

phoid pneumonia. 

The condition of the left lung, which 
has been the seat of the pneumonitic 
trouble, is improved. The lung is now 
receiving some air, but not very much, 
as the patient has not yet been able 
to throw off the secretions which ob- 
struct the air cells. Yesterday he 
coughei more than any previous 
day, but it was a . troublesome 
cough, unattended by any expectora- 

No expectorant has been given 
him. for fear the stomach would not 
bear it. There is an evident loosening 
up of the affected lung, however, and 
Dr. Taggart was very hopeful last 
night that the sick man would be able 
to expectorate freely today. The throw- 
ing off of the mucus from the lungs 
will greatly relieve the heart action. 

VERY WEAK HEART. 

The heart action is very bad yet, 
being very intermittent and varying 
greatly at different times of the day. 
The temperature keeps near the nor- 
mal, and so long as it dees not fall be- 
low the normal state there is not much 
danger of complete’ collapse of the 
heart, which is the thing that has been 
most dread Fever is a stimulant of 
the muscular system, and so long as at 
least a temperature is main- 
tained, the heart will probably con- 
tinue to Isate. Danger of heart coi-

Bis work would not stop, for he had 
Siready appointed and instructed his 
successor. a man singularly adapted to 
the work yet to be done. He had not 
heen denied a single permanent biers- 
tng. for the one thing he lived for he 
had gained. namely, the bringing of 
the people to their promised home. It 
wee not for His own seke. but for their 
wakes he had done everythinr. and for 
their sakes he «wil! endure this priva- 
tien.

He had 
lived a reculiarly lonely life and it was 
fitting that he should die a lonely 
death.

HIGHLAND. Sept. 19.—A _ private 

letter from Prof. George W. Beattie, 


formerly of this county, but now 
rerving as division superintendent of 
schools for the land of Negroa, con- 
tains interesting information ard- 
ing conditions in his district. Writ- 
ing from Bacolod, under te of 
Auguet 5, he says, in part: 

“The past month was delightfully 
cool. A marvelous change came with 
the rains, and it is hard to realize that 
it is midsummer. 

“Bickness and other causes have 
made inroads in the number of my 
teaching force in the past three 
months. Ten have lett the island for 
various reasons, three being ordered 
one died. and 


home by the doctor, 
others going for business reasons. 
School work keeps on, however, in 


eplie of diminished working force, and 
our attendance is several times larger 
than it was last winter. The number 
of native teachers is growing, and sev- 
era! large schoolhouses are in course 
of construction. Two schools of gram- 
mar grade that, in time, will develop 
into something higher, are in opera- 
tion, one in Bacolod, with elghty pu- 
pile, the other in Dumaquete, with 
about fifty. 

‘Three permanent normal schools 
ere now open and working on the 
big problem of supplying capa bie 
force of native ieachers for the 
islands. When they have been in 
operation a few years we can dispense 
with many of the American teacners 
now employed here. I believe we 
sha.) then need only one deputy super- 
intendent to a half-dozen towns. Help- 
ing these people to help themselves is 
the most profitable investment the 
government can make. In various 
ways we are learning that the natives 
can do many thing better than the 
Americans alone could do them. For 
example, the native constabulary is 
teking care of the ladrone-digturbed 
areas very effectively. Under capable 
American leaders they are developing, 
in Negros at ‘east, into a very effi- 
clent force for preserving order. This 
island is quieter and more peaceful 
today than at any previous time in its 
history, and I believe it Win be kept 
so by these native soldiers. 

“Just now the poor Filipino has 
mang unusual difficuities in his way. 
The present over-production in the 
world’s supply of sugar is felt as 
keenly here as in Cuba. Sugar is so 
low that many haciendas in Negros 
do not pay the cost of running. The 
rinderpest hag kilied nearly all the 
cara boa and oxen during the past 
In one of my trips I. counted 


year. 
seventeen dead animals from one point 
on the road. The people in 
their conversation remind me 


of American farmers in bad seasons. 
The land tax comes on them with 
great severity, and they are desperate 
at something-—they don't know exact- 
ly what. If they were in the States 
they would orgénize a Populist party 
or something of the sort. I wish a 
atreak of prosperity might come to 
them until thev cet on their feet.”

Experts trom the 
States Department of Agriculture have 
recently investigated the methods of 
culture and preparation. Heretofore 
the citron used in this country has been 
imported from Corrica, Greece and 
Sicily. The glaced citron, commonly 


used by bakers and confectioners, ‘s |

already prepared, but 
bulk of imported citron is shipped 12 
brine to avoid payment of duty, and 
is candied here. The importations in 
brine amount to about 3,0.0,000 pounds 
a year. This year Dr. Westlake will 
prepare about 100,000 pounds: ulti- 
mately he expects to prepare 2.900.000 
pounds a yerr. As the fruit ripens it 


te picked and preserved in brine until | 


November, when the main crop is ripe 
and ready. All the fruit prepared here 


is ripe and far surpasses the import | 


article. which ie pickled green. and is 


inferior both in appearance and flavor. | 


A building for preparing the present 
crop is now being built on the Duarte 
ranch. The preparation of the citron 
requires about two months. The frult 
is kept in a brine for about a month 
ani i then taken out, boiled. halved 
and freed from seeds and ip. The 
shell is then immersed in hot syrup 
end allowed to stand three weeks. 
During the time the syrup is gradu- 
ally increased. As a final preparation 
the fruit e tmmersed in a solution of 
erystallized sugar. Last year's crop 
was sold for 18 cents per pound to 
2 merket ciamor'ng for more, conse- 
aventiv there is a bright future for the 
industry.

The successful, and in some ways 
phenomena! work of Dr. Cantine in this 
city has awakened a widespread inter- 
est in the man and his work, and his 
checkered career from earliest boyhood 
filis his life history with interest to the 
general public.

So much so, 
in fact, that after having spent one 
year in San Francisco and five years 
in San José, he was again called to the 
work in this city, where his work in 
the First Church, formerly the Fort- 
street (Church, speaks for itself.
